208     (b) appears on aeronautical charts published by the Federal Aviation Administration; and  
209     { (c) has more than 50 based aircraft; and 
210        (d) has significant infrastructure investment, such as paved runway, lighting, and fuel 
211   facilities. } (c) has significant infrastructure investment, such as paved runway, lighting, fuel facilities, or more
than 20 based aircraft.  
212     [(36)] (38) "Soaring glider" means any glider that has a gliding angle of more than 16
